Not a Russian Pest but Known to All 


Lands Where the Sun Shines 


and the Wind Blows. 


La grippe, which has prostrated so 


many here in Portsmouth and "left 
the shadow of death and sorrow in 
several households, has raged with 
much more violence at many other 
points. In some parts of the country 
the disease has been so fatal as to 
almost cause a panic. 


Common as the scourge is, there is 


uncommonly little known of it by 
the masses. A few years ago, wben it 
seemed first prevalent in this coun- 
try, it was then called Russian in- 
fluenza. Later it became known as 
la grippe, a French term, which was 
soon Americanized to "the grip." 
A physician speaking of the disease, 
gave tbe following information re- 
garding tbe dssease that makes in 
terestin greading: 


What is now called "the grip" is 


2,859 years old. 


As a matter of fact, this disease 


has been known and described from 
the time of Hippocrates, who was 
bom in the year 460, B. C., and 
though its name has been changed at 
various periods, it has always been a 
form of epidemic catarrh, more or 
less severe, according to 
circum- 


stances. In 1510 it was called "coco- 
luche," because the sick wore a cap 
close over their heads. Afterwards 
the Italian physicians named it "in- 
fluenza," and in later years the 
French doctors gave it te name of "la 
girppe," which is now anglicized 
into "the grip," though it seems best 
to retain tbe French spelling for the 
word when meaning the disease, so as 
to distinguish it from other grips. 
It is known all over tbe world, and 
there is a disposition in every nation 
to shift the odium of it upon some 
other country. Thus the Russians 
call it the Chinese catarrh, the Ger- 
mans often call it the Russian peat, 
the Italians name it tbe German dis- 


ease and the French call ifcsometimes 
the Italian fever and sometimes the 
Spanish catarrh. 


•The occurrence of grip, as .well as 


most other epidemics, is apparently 
connected with some particular con- 
dition or contamination of the atmos- 
phere, but what that condition is or 
what may be tbat kind of contami- 
nation no one knows. 
Tbe poisonous 


influence, whatever its nature may 
be, wings its way with greater celer- 
ity than the speed of human inter- 
course, while its progress seems in- 
fluenced by the season of the year, 
whether hot, cold, damp cr temper- 
ate. 
It is said to travel from east to 


west and it seldom stays in one dis- 
trict more than six or seven weeks. 
Some visitations have proved more 
severe than others; -one in 1872, 
which extended over the whole of 
Europe, was very fatal, 
but 
at 


another time when it raged over all 
Europe and was said to have not 
missed a family and scarcely a per- 
son, 
none died, except some children. 


When it broke out in London in 1847 
it appeared in a single day over every 
part ot that great city and affected 
upward of 500,000 persons. 


In December, 1889, there was .an 


epidemic of grip in the city of New 
York, said to have been "caused by 
germs conveyed in a letter from Rus- 
sia which was received by a patient 
of an eminent uptown physician." 
Tbat epidemic lasted six weeks and 
was extremely severe, resulting in 
hundreds of deaths. March, 3891, it 
broke out again and continued eight 
weeks and the register of the board 
of health says: "While it was less 
impetuous in its attack and less 
speedy in its culmination, its more 
protracted duration made it the most 
fatal of all the epidemics we have 
had. 
Since 1891 the severity of the 


disease has beea gradually declining, 
although more or less prevalent every 
year." 


Prof. Northaagel, ot Vienna, who 


made a special study of the grip, 
made a report in 1892 in which he 
said that the malady was biasatic, 
infectious and contagious and de- 
clared that no specific remedy was 
known, though the sufferer might be 
relieved somewhat by various drugs. 
One physician is candid enough to 
gay frankly tbat "while drugs may 
help to relieve the suffering, the best 
cure is a week spent in bed."
